step with 


changing conditions. 


It has been observed that 


Constitution Day may have 
jhe effect of inducing the 
American people to demand 
he freedom which the Con- 
stitution 
guarantees,

propaganda.'

A general discussion of the con- 


dition of the 
Corsicana 
public 


schools and the selection of the 


• First State bank as a depository 


for school funds marked the first 
session of the board of education 
after the beginning of the 1928-29 
school year. 
Plans for the school year have 


been worked out to care for a max- 
imum of 3800 children, including 
800 in the colored schools, W. P. 
McCammon, president of the board 
announced following the meeting. 
In order to care for this number 
the faculty composed of 106 teach- 
ers are employed by the school 
board, and this staff is augmented 
by two stenographers and eight 
janitors. 


The greatest attendance in the 


. hostory of the Corsicana 
High 


school was reported at the meeting 
Wednesday when the total enroll- 
ment up to that date was announc- 
ed at 712. It was also reported that 
twenty-seven of the classes exceed- 
ed the seating capacity of the ,£lass 
rooms from three to twelve. 


A heavy increase has-been noted 


in the demand for kork in the com- 
mercial 
department, 
and 
these 


classes have been necessarily lim- 


. ited by the lack of teachers, room 


and equipment, members of the 
board stated. 
, 
Four additional 
teachers 
are 


needed in the colored schools at 
this time in order to meet the re- 
quirements for one teacher to for- 
ty students; the board declared that 
they were unable <.o supply these 
teachers at this time since the lim- 
it of the budget for this scholas- 
tic year had been reached, and it 
was not known where relief could 
be secured. 


The budget of the schools for 


this year calls for expenditure of 
$176,000 in teachers' salaries and 
running expenses. According to a 
careful study of the expenditures 
of the local school system.' it has 
been determined that the average 
cost per-student is $55, based on 
the daily average attendance. This 
attendance figure last year was 
about 3000.

larity and for the most part by 
overwhelming majorities. By long 
habit they have become almost as 
"regular" .as Maine or Michigan. 
Furthermore their, political ante- 
cedents coincide in many respects 
with the-' republican politics of 1928 
particularly In the matter of pro- 
hibition. 
The whole situation is quite dis- 


similar to that, which colors politi- 
cal calculations in the normally re- 
publican states of the East It is, 
so different 
that 
whereas the 


democratic national 
organization 
has made the eastern'group one of 
its principal objectives, it has shown 
no particular haste about spending 
its money and Its efforts here in 
the Midwest, and has mentioned 
this section only casually in its 
electorial claims.. 


Of the three states, this is par-

URGED USE EXTREME CAUTION 


The following article carrying a 
warning of the danger school chll- 
flren are subjected to through the 
myriads of automobiles that hurry 
along the city streets and given by 
officials of the American Automo-

WASHINGTON, Sept 13. — Re- 
opening of 
public, private 
and 
parochial schopls in all parts of the 
country will create definite traffic 
hazards in every municipality and 
rural district, and it is distinctly 
up to every motorist to drive in 
such a way as to overcome these 
hazards. This was the keynote of 
a. warning issued Saturday by na- 
tional headquarters of the Ameri- 


' can 
Automobile association, 
in 
which it was pointed out that the 


• prevention of accidents involving 
school children is largely within the 
province of the individual motorist. 


"School days are 
here again," 
said the statement, "bringing mil- 
lions of children upon the streets 
and highways. Among these mil- 
lions are little ones of 4, 5 and 6 
years of age who for the first 
time are leaving the protection and 
, safety of their homes to venture 
forth into an entirely new world. 
This new world will have problems 
enough for these children without 
that of the recklessly driven auto- 
mobile. 


"While the teaching of safety in 
the schools throughout the country 
and the effective work of the school 
boy patrols has done much to pro- 
test these tiny tots,- the problem 
etill remains as a challenge,to the 
nation. 
' 


Individual Problem. 
"If every motor car owner always 
kept in mind the enormous differ- 
ence his care and consideration 
would mean in-keeping'these chil- 
dren safe from physical harm as 
well as from a fear that may mar 
the rest of their lives, there is no 
question but that a. mighty stride 
would be taken toward street and 
highway smfsty In »o far aa It af- 
fect* the younger pedestrians." 
In connection with, the teaching 
of safety la the Mhooli, now a part 
of the ourioulum in many states, 
the A. A. A Mid that while those 
children who have had one or sev- 
eral .yearn In echool have been 
taught the rudiments of safety, they 
can not always be expected to exer- 
cise the iftmoit care. After playing 
during the summer on safe play- 
grounds, there Is always a tendency 
toward a let-down in their safety 
sense when they first return to the 
streets. 


"This let-down will result in 
many fatalities unless the drivers 
of all motor vehicles are 100 per 
cent on their guard every second, 
of their driving time."

Patrols Established. 
Discussing the schoolboy' patrols 
which were organized by the A. A. 
A. motor clubs In cooperation with 
school authorities in scores of cities, 
the national motoring body said: 
"The reduction of acldents that is 
traceable to the establishment of 
these patrols In hundreds of schools 
throughout the country Is evidence 
that the courteous helpfulness 
i of 
motor car drivers has been ex- 
tended to these youngsters whose 
white belts and arm bands identify, 
them as safety crusaders. There is 
every reason to believe that still 
greater cooperation will be given 
during this school year. 


"The motor car operators have 
learned that when the boy patrol- 
man holds up his hand or sets the 
stop sign against him that it Is not 
an order, but a plea for assistance.

federal projects.

In the beginning of his remarks 


Mr. McClendon outlined the voting 
of the bond Issue in Consolidated 
Road District No. 1 in June, 1927, 
and the later employment of en- 
gineers. 
The first contracts for 
the pouring of concrete were given 
F. P. McElwrath. contractor, April 
23, 1928, .on the Drane, Chatfleld- 
Roane, Middle Bazette and Navar- 
ro roads. He stated that the Na- 
yarro county commissioners'Court 
waited until soring to award con- 
tracts In order to get better fig- 
ures and a considerable amount of 
the dump work was done by the 
county during the winter and early 
spring. 
The concrete slab from the State 


Orphans' Home to the district line 
west has been ooened to traffic 
and a large portion of the road 
from the'western citv limits to tti/s 
vicinity of the Hom*e has also been 
opened du'cing the last few days. 
McElwrath's construction crew at 
the present time is engaged 'In the 
pouring of the concrete on the road 
from Hogan's Bridge on Cham- 
bers creek toward 
Corsicana on 
the Corsicana-Chatfleld-Roane lat- 
eral. Unless somedinsr Interferes, 
the road will be finished to Petty's 
Chapel this week and within two 
weeks the road will be completed to 
Corsicana. 


Surveys Completed. 
A number of surveys have been 
completed on main state and fed- 
eral highways which traverse the 
district. 
The engineering* depart- 
ments have 
been 
considerably 


handicapped by the 
restrictions 
put on the locations of the roads 
In the bond Issue petition. 
He 
stated that National Highway No. 
75 would be located on the east 
side of the H. & T. C. R. R. tracks 
through the county and that Na- 
varro county will build .a connec- 
tion from the Lvman Davis cor- 
ner north of Corsicana to connec-

Paddy l^ynch, as his friends In 
the department have 
called him 


during the 48 years of his service, 
walked down to the East River on 
June 15, 1904. It chanced to be his 
day off, and ho intended to take a 
swim. 
As he reached tho shore 
he saw tho steamboat General Slo- 
cum, loaded with a Sunday school 
picnic crowd, full afire and head- 
Ing for North Brothers Island. 


Commandeering 
a 
rowboat, 
Lynch rowed close to tho burning 
hulk and shouted to the scream- 
ing mothers to throw him their 
children. They obeyed his orders 
and after throwing 
their babies 
they themselves leaped Into tho 
water and Lynch saved as many 
as he could. He 
used his row- 
boat as a ferry between tho burn- 
ing craft and a tug which was pre- 
vented from coming close to 
tho 
fire by the heat. 


The final count showed that 1,031 


persons lost, their lives in the dis- 
aster but Paddy Lynch had per- 
sonally rescued 41. He was given 
the congressional medal for life 
saving.

Power By Great Experience 


How the Most Potent Classics Were Produced—Great Living Makes 


Great Writing—A Christian Letter Written In One 


Ancient Heathen City to Another 


By WILLIAM T. ELLIS 


. -' , 


In my letter files arc scores of let- 
ters,, from an old friend, mostly 
dictated to a stenographer. They 
are all warm, cordial, helpful. But 
there is not a flash of inspiration 
in the lot—not a touch of imagin- 


• atlon, not a trace of literary ex- 
cellence. 
Their flavor is that of 
myriads of letters dictated every 
day in business offices. 
But now 
my friend has gone on a visit to 
Bible Lands; nnd last week there 
came a letter from him that was 
a glowing, flashing, inspiring piece 
of literature. "Why! he can write!" 
was one. exclamation as the letter 
was read aloud. 
What had happened, of course, 
was that a great experience and a 
great subject had tapped the un- 
suspected reservoirs of my friend a 
latent powers. 
He wrote beauti- 


' fully because he had felt deeply and 
because he had a great theme. 
The scenes of the Bible, and of 
classical history, had called forth 
in him unknown ability. He rose 
to the heights of his topic; just as 
a man in love will find himself 
using poetical expressions far above 
.the normal range of his thought 
or language. 
So it was with Paul. If he had 
lemained in Jerusalem as Saul, the 
Pharisee, he would have spent his 
years unnoticed as a scribe and as 
a speaker engrossed In petty poli- 
tics and ecclesiastical affairs. The 
littleness of his 
interests would 


have dwarfed his powers. But when 
he fared forth and found Christ 
for himself; and then became' the 
Gospel's great adventurer in car- 
rying Christ to the whole Roman 
world, he developed abilities such 
as even his fond mother had never 
dreamed of his possessing. 
His 
oiatory became one of the worms 
permanent classics; and his letters 
set a mark in lofty philosophy and 
spirituality such as no man before 
or since ever attained. Millions of 
persons are these 
days studying 
Paul's life and letters only because 
the great plus of a transforming 
experience was added to Paul's life. 
This one little Jew of two thous- 
and years ago, absorbed in the 
Christ-passion, has become a great- 
er intellectual and moral force in 
the world of today than any uni-

From Ephesus to Corinth 
Nobody 
ever 
dreamed—either 
writer or recipients—that these let- 
ters of Paul's were destined to be- 
come world classics, and founda- 
tion stones of a universal 
faith. 


The author simply and naturally 
poured out his heart to the friends 
addressed, who were his beloved 
Christian proteges. The origin.and 
destination of the epistles were*8 
natural as those of a.ny of the mil- 
lions of letters in today's mall bags. 
Paul had no thought of writing part 
of the Bible. That destiny was de- 
termined by God, who forever uses 
men's sincere labors for ends be- 
yond their own imagining. 
Paul was In the teeming, idola- 
trous city of Ephesus when 
he 


wiote this First Letter to the Cor- 
mthian Christians, about 57 A. 
D All about him were more wor- 
shippers of Diana of the Ephesians 
than there were worshippers of the 
true God. And in the still more cor- 
Vupt pagan city of 
Corinth 
the 


Christians were but * .handful of 
humble 
folk, surrounded by idol- 
aters. It is well to 
recall this. 
Sometimes 
Christians nowadays 


complain that it IB hard to live their 
religion in their particular circum- 
stances. But, what of Paul's con- 
verts In their environment? . Im- 
agine having to walk the Christian 
-wav amidst 
all the 
entangling 
heathendom of Corinth and Ephe- 
SUB; iwhere even the food one ate, 
and all social and civic practices, 
were contaminated by heathen slg- 
" ReTfetters to real folks 
were 


these epistles of Paul. All of his 
friends were straight out of pagan- 
ism, or else out of Judaism. Nev- 
ertheless, 
the 
full 
standard of 
Christian 
character and conduct 
was required of them. In the open- 
ing salutation of the Letter we are 
studying, Paul addresses them as 
those "called to be saints—in Cor- 
Inth! "Called to be saints"—in Chi- 
"caKo! "Called to 
be 
saints'.'—In 


New .York! "Called to be saints" 


In London, in Montreal, in Ber- 


lin, in Shanghai! Circumstances do 
not make saints: only the Gospel 
call does. 
' The Nameless Martyrs 
Very ordinary persons, and prone 
to slump and to squabble* were 
those apostoliq 
Christians. 
Yet 


they kept the faith, and passed it 
on in Increased power. The strength 
of the early Church was the body 
of believers, these nameless ones 
who were the prototypes of the 
rank and file of Christians today. 


In studying the work of the lead- 
ers we are prone to forget these 
humble believers. I like the in- 
scription 
upon a mosaic, erected 


during the middle ages in the old 
Armenian monastery of Jerusalem, 
to commemorate some martyrs— 
"In memory of those whose names 
the Lord knows." The same idea is 
cut on the cross at the head of 
every unknown grave in the Brit- 
ish war cemetery on the Mount of 
Olives—"A Soldier of the 
Great 


War, Known Unto God." Before we 
become engrossed in Paul's letter 
to the Corinthian Christians, let us 
give thought to the common Chris- 
tians whose need evoked it. 
There Is a sort of comfort for 


us in the very short-comings of 
these 
early 
Christians. 
Even 
though they had enjoyed the per- 
sonal ministrations of the great- 
est apostle, and were within a gen- 
eration of the Saviour's life 
on 
earth, 
they showed pretty much 


the same characteristics as church 
members today. A quarrel among 
them was the occasion 
for 
the 


writing of this letter. Factionalism 
that besetting sin 
of 
congrega- 


tions, and a sure symptom of car- 
nal-mlndedness, had begun to rend 
them. A spirit of denominntional- 
ism was sowing seeds of pride and 
jealousy: one group boasted that 
they derived their faith from Paul; 
another group from Apollos; an- 
other from Peeler, quite after the 
modern fashion of sectarianism. 
Greatness Cure for Littleness. 
One remedy the Apostle proposed 


for these littleness and sins of his 
friends in Corinth—the greatness 
of Jesus Christ. He lifted up the 
Lord in a fashion to obscure 
nil 
lesser leaders. His was the only 
cure for Church divisions, a call 
to conform to Christ. That love of 
the Saviour which all sects have 
in 
common alone 
can 
deliver 


Christians from pettiness and par- 
tisanism. When men 
of various 
Churches meet they soon disagree 
when they begin to talk about their 
respective claims and beliefs; but 
if they talk only about Christ their 
hearts are welded into a one-ness 
of "common faith 
and 
affection. 
Protestant and Catholic, Greek Or- 
thodox and Armenian Gregorian, 
Quaker and Episcopalian, all find 
themselves in unity only when they 
follow Paul's counsel to the Corinth- 
ian church and exalt the 
Christ 


whom they love and trust in com- 
mon. 
All churches 
become one 


church at the foot of the Cross. 
As one reads this Epistle to the 


Corinthians he is struck by the lof- 
tiness of its spirit and thought; the 
more so as he recalls that these pas- 
sionate profundities were penned for 
the new Christians in heathen Cor- 
inth. Here is greater wisdom than 
any of the schols of the Greeks 
could teach: "Hath not God made 
folish the wisdom of the world? 
And with it all, there is a clear in- 
timation of more to be revealed 
than those disciples were then ready 
to receive. After expounding the 
mystery of Godliness, Paul says 
"I have fed you with milk, and not 
with meat." If that be milk, what 
then Is meat? Truly, "Eye hath not 
seen, nor ear heard." There is more 
to our faith than the ripest saint 
has ever discovered. It needs eter- 
nity to mak» clear the fullness of 
the love of God in Christ.

port. 


Full-rigged sailing vessels 
and 


ships in which "tea kettle" boilers 
were only Incidental to the white 
spread of. canvas aloft brought to 
the southwest through Galveston 
all 
the 
manufactured 
articles, 


foodstuffs, clothing and supplies 
consumed in the fastgrowing terri- 
tory. And with Texas cotton stow- 
ed in their 
holds these vessels 


sailed back to New England or to 
European countries. 


Years after the war between the 
states the depth of water over the 
bars across the channel leading to 
Galveston harbor was only from 
eight to twelve feet, and fully load- 
ed ships could neither enter nor ' 
leave port. 


At the behest of Galveston and 


Southwestern shippers, seeking an 
outlet 
for theifj agricultural pro- ! 


ducts, the federal government was ' 
prevailed on to aid and a stone 
jetty was thrown up into the gulf 
,to restrain the tidal sweep from 
silting the channel, Later the gov- 
ernment selected Galveston as the 
point for building a new deepwater 
harbor between the Mississippi and 
the Rio Grande and 
the present 


jetty system was developed. 


A depth of 25, and later of 30 


feet, was attained, the latter hav-/ 
Ing been sufficient in recent years, 
to handle the largest ships trad- 
Ing in the gulf. But with larger 
ships being constructed and heavy

.one of the subjects of a conference 
he had with Herbert Hoover at 
the executive offices yesterday af- 
ter his return from his summer 
in Wisconsin. 


The conference was of unusual 


duration, lasting an hour and a 
quarter. There was no official an- 
nouncement regarding the mooting, 
but It was stated the chief execu- 
tive was anxious to be helpful in 
the campaign.
